fl  new  feature  of  this  year's  annual  is  tfie  "Queen  of  tfie  Flare,"  and 
to  be  elected  to  this  position  is  the  highest  social  honor  that  can  come  to 
any  girl  in  Conroe  High  School. 

The  election  of  the  first  "Queen  of  the  Flare"  was  a  surprising  one.

Hot  to  be  outdone  by  the  1937  Tiser  football  team,  which  made  history  by  soing 
to  the  state  semifinals  for  the  first  time,  the  1  938  edition  of  the  Conroe  gridsters  steeled 
themselves  to  do  as  well  or  better. 

The  year  began  enthusiastically  for  the  team,  since  before  the  opening  of  school, 
they  got  into  the  spirit  of  the  game  in  the  training  camp  at  Herrville.  It  was  with  a 
spirit  of  victory  that  the  year  began  because  such  veterans  as  Henneth  LUood,  Teddy 
Sims,  and  "Shorty"  UUaldie  were  bach  on  the  team,  and  it  looked  as  if  there  were 
plenty  of  material  which  was  promising  in  Coach  Lagow's  locher. 

Preseason  games  merely  intensified  the  assuredness  of  victory.  Forest  High  of 
Dallas  went  down  to  the  tune  of  1  2  to  6.  Then  the  steam  roller  passed  over  Ravasota 
at  the  rate  of  33  to  0.  FHearts  fell  for  a  time  as  Stephen  F.  Rustin,  raising  herself  to  a 
shill  which  she  never  saw  again  during  the  season,  defeated  Conroe  21-6.  The  lost 
confidence  was  slowly  regained  and  the  first  step  toward  new  enthusiasm  was  taken 
when  John  Reagan  was  nosed  out,  12-13  (note). 

The  will  to  victory  grew.  fDilby's  shunbing  to  the  tune  of  14-0,  and  the  way  Conroe 
defeated  San  Jacinto  14-13  despite  the  fact  that  many  of  Conroe's  best  players  were 
out,  put  the  whole  school  and  town  bach  into  a  fever  of  excitement.  The  remaining 
games  were  played  with  steadily  mounting  shill  and  enthusiasm.  Jeff  Davis  got  only 
6  points  to  Conroe's  33;  Goose  Creeh  lost  to  a  score  of  7-24;  Sam  FHouston  could 
only  score  once  while  Conroe  made  forty-four  points,  and  in  the  last  game  of  the 
season,  Conroe  piled  up  21   points  while  she  held  Lamar  High  School  scoreless. 

The  final  and  decisive  game  of  the  season  was  played  in  Houston  with  the  district 
athletic  committee  calling  the  plays,  and  Conroe  was  out-pointed.  Reagan  and  Conroe 
had  been  defeated  only  once  during  the  entire  year,  so  they  tied  for  first  place  in  the 
entire  season.  Conroites  thought  that,  since  the  Tigers  had  defeated  the  Bulldogs,  the 
championship  could  not  be  awarded  to  Houston,  but  it  was.  Reagan  and  Conroe 
were  declared  co-champions;  however,  Reagan  had  the  privilege  of  playing  the  bi- 
district  game  and  of  continuing  her  quest  for  the  state  championship. 

Hurt  feelings  were  healed  and  everybody  was  happy  by  the  time  the  annual  foot- 
ball banquet  was  held  on  January  3.  The  football  squad,  the  pep  squad,  and  the 
band  all  received  rewards  for  their  loyal  participation  in  the  year's  victory.  The  whole 
city  of  Conroe  was  delighted  when  Howard,  "Shorty,"  LUaldie  received  a  wrist  watch 
from  the  Houston  Post  because  he  was  judged  by  the  sports  writers  of  that  paper  to 
be  the  most  valuable  player  in  the  district  during  the  year.  This  was  the  second  time 
that  this  award  had  come  to  Conroe.
